dent, will ratify the league of nations 
covenant with reservations. We think 
the qreat majority of unprejudiced per- 
sonsVill share this opinion and prophe- 
cy. Although the Chicago platform is re- 
garded as a surrender to the irreconcil- 
able opponents to the league in even a 
qualified form, and although the party 
organs and politicians hostile to Wilson 
deny the president's assertion that the 
United States is obligated to associate it- 
self with other nations for the preserva- 
tion of world peace, neither position is 
coirect. 


The Chicago platform leaves the ques- 


tion wide open for such disposition as 
the party may determine for itself, once 
it is in power. The plank calls for a 
"world association of nations," which 
certainly is sufficiently general to cover 
any kind of a league. Mr. Root is cred- 
ited with having written the plank, and 
Mr. Root is on record many times as fav- 
oring the Versailles covenant under res- 
ervations more moderate than those 
drafted by Senator Lodge. Mr. Root is 
now in Europe to commence work on the 
court and law features of the league, and 
it may be taken for granted that his ac- 
ceptance of this important task and his 
•well known convictions on the principles 
supporting a league of nations will lead 
him to exert his powerful influence for 
bringing the United 
States into the 


league. 


It is true that the platform declaration 


is a weak and colorless utterance. It 
does not in itself meet the issue raised 
between the president and his enemies 
from any standpoint. If the question 
went to the ballot with this plank as the 
only explanation of the party's stand, no 
one could say what it meant. It is a 
straddle pure and simple, ingeniously 
contrived to cover opposition to the 
president. There is nothing couiageous, 
nothing frank, nothing genuine about it. 
The hope of the country is that before 
the campaign proceeds very far the nom- 
inee will so define his views on the sub- 
ject that they will afford a better insight 
into what may be expected from a Re- 
publican administration. 


The contention that the United States 


is under no obligation to contribute its 
power to a concerted international ac- 
tion to prevent war is wholly fallacious 
and is merely another political subter- 
fuge to discredit the president. It is un- 
der qualified legal obligation, to the ex- 
lent that the head of the American gov- 
ernment has signed the treaty of peace 
containing the league covenant. This 
does not bind the nation, although it is 
the first of two vital acts which if con- 
summated would be legally and effectu- 
ally binding, the second being ratifica- 
tion by the senate. We are, therefore, 
half way through the constitutional pro- 
cess. 


But of even greater weight than this 


step is the moral duty of the United 
States to support a peace league. It 
arises out of the causes and purposes for 
which we went to war, as defined by his- 
torical facts, by the president's message 
to congress asking for a declaration of 
war, by the indisputable aims which led 
us to immediately consolidate our bellig- 
erency with that of the allies in a whole- 
hearted and relentless determination to 
put down the monster which had arisen 
to terrorize ami enslave humanity. After 
witnessing for nearly three years the 
swaying fortunes of that death grapple 
and coming,to realize all that was in- 
volved in it to the future of civilization 
we could stand the spectacle no longer. 
We came to see that American interests 
were identical with allied interests to 
this extent, that it became a necessity to 
•> 
put down (lei-man autocracy and to so 
destroy or chain it that another war like 
that one could never take place. If there 


was a soldier who went to Europe with- 
out that thought and without that exalt- 
ed motive he missed utterly the spirit of 
America. That was the spiritual pur- 
pose and it grew with intensity as the 
war progressed. Without it we should 
have had no enthusiasm, no fervor, no 
eagerness to "go the limit" to win victory. 
The soul of America was in the war for a 
great moral principle, and that alone is 
what lifted it to the heights which sent 
cheering, singing millions to France. The 
politician who shuts his eyes to this fact, 
who disputes it. is worse than a dema- 
gogue. He never knew what the war was 
about, he never helped to win it. 


Yet we have been asked to believe by 


some that when Germany was beaten 
down and surrendered, that ended the 
matter. Nothing was to be done to save 
the world from another such catastro- 
phe, nothing done to achieve the aims 
for which the stupendous sacrifice was 
made; we were simply to withdraw and 
let Europe go back to conditions largely 
as they were. That is the Knox view, the 
Johnson view, the Chicago Tribune view, 
which lails and ridicules an American 
government that would now concern it- 
self with the affairs of Europe. Of all 
the cheap, shameful, disgusting trickery 
ever attempted upon credulous-minded 
persons in the name of politics that is 
the worst. 


The Republican party if elected will 


not follow this false leadership. It will 
interpret the responsibilities of peace in 
the light of American participation in 
the world war. Of this we have no 
doubt. It will recognize that America 
has obligations growing out of the war 
and it will discharge those obligations 
faithfully and honorably. It may not do 
so in the precise methods employed by 
Mr. Wilson, but it will authorize Ameri- 
can membership in the league of na- 
tions, and that is the great object to be 
attained, the great obligation to be ful- 
filled. The Republican party is not by 
tradition or history the kind of a party 
to repudiate the objects for which we 
went to war. The party of Lincoln and 
the Civil war is not the party to desert 
comrades-in-arms at the peace table. It 
fs not the party to refuse to make the 
world safe for free institutions or to 
withhold America's mighty power from 
a concert of nations to substitute peace 
for force in shaping and controlling the 
relations of nations hereafter. 


It was a terrific disappointment to the 


Republican party that it was not in 
charge of the government during the war, 
and following the tactics of American 
politics at such times it has done all it 
could to discredit the party which hap- 
pened to be in control. It has done 
many humiliating things, and there is 
much in the record it will repent in days 
to come, but vitally its contribution to 
America's part in the war was as genuine 
as that of the Democratic party. There 
were no party lines when it came to en- 
tering or winning the war, and so we say 
that, returned to power, the Republican 
party will redeem our national obliga- 
tions in good faith. There is no other 
way. It will help set up the league of 
nations, and those who would do other- 
wise will be brushed aside and forgot- 
ten. It will do it in its own way, which 
may be slightly different from the Wil- 
son way, but essentially it will be the 
Wilson way. It will not forsake the 
counsels of great leaders like Root and 
Hughes and Taft and Roosevelt. The 
Democrats will try lo make it appear 
that it will, and superficially they will be 
justified, but not actually, for in the 
showdown the Republicans will be for 
the league of nations.

I had my doctor examine me, as I spit up quite 


a quantity of blood one day. He told me I had 
bleeding lungs, which was due to my age, 43. 
He asked if I had fever every afternoon and 1 
said no. but he insisted I take my temperature 
every day. I did for a week, but had no fever. 
He said I must have an X-ray picture of my lung 
now. 
As you don't believe in taking tempera- 


tures will you tell me if you think it is neces- 
sary to have a photo of my lung taken and if 1 
have any sign of tuberculosis. (Mrs. J. W.) 


ANSWER—I am afraid you 
misunderstand 


your doctor just as you misunderstand what I 
have said about taking temperatures. 
It is not 


reasonable to believe that your doctor would at- 
tribute bleeding from the lungs to the age of the 
patient. I advise against the use of clinical ther- 
mometer by a lay person, unless under the di- 
rection of the physician. You should have the 
X-ray picture taken. Of course the doctor would 
not have advised that if he thought the bleeding 
from the lung was due to your age. He thinks the 
bleeding points toward tuberculosis. It always 
does, though it does not invariably prove to be 
tuberculosis. The X-ray negative may giva posi- 
tive information about that; or it may prove 
negative. It is up to your doctor to arrive at an 
opinion when the picture has been made and 
interpreted by the X-ray specialist for the doc- 
tor.
